HE original line . of steamers,. 

commonly known as the “Mor; 
gan “Line,” 
Charles Morgan sometime in the. late 
forties, and was operated in the early 


fifties ‘between New Orleans, Texas ~ 


and ‘Mexican ‘Coast points with a few 
small steamers, the. names .of which 
are not now available.. Sometime.dur- 
ing 1858 or 1859, Mr. ‘Morgan : pur- 
chased from Cornelius Vanderbilt 
and added to the fleet, two other sinall 
steamers ‘then operated -between Bra- 
shear (iow Morgan City) and Texas 
points.

Meantime the number of passengers 
carried one mile. increased 4414 per 
cent,..and the number of tons ‘of 
freight carried one mile, 64 per 
cent,.-This :shows that, while the 
amount: of passenger traffic handled 
increased almost. one-half and. the 
amount ‘of freight carried increased 
almost two-thirds, the total number 
of persons ‘killed decreased one-third.

You will frequently hear an.agent say 
he sold a ticket over our 100% Route 
-~or he secured a carload of freight 
for the Sunset-Gulf, and the impres- 
sion might be given that the ticket or 
the way-bill was the factor that enabled 
him to secure the business, 

Such a conclusion is not correct. 
What the agent really sold was train 
service, and as every ‘salesman in all 
lines “of industry-is interested in the 
class of goods he has for sale, so the 
traffic officer of the railroad is inter- 
ested in the train service of his line. 

Train service is the goods the rail- 
roads have to sell and like the wares 
of a commercial institution it has va- 
rious’ grades, from through limited
